US urges Latin America not 
to deepen ties with Iran 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday urged 
Latin American countries not 
to deepen ties with Iran as 
Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad prepared to 
visit Venezuela, Nicaragua, 
Cuba and Ecuador. 

"As the regime feels in¬ 
creasing pressure, it is despe¬ 
rate for friends and flailing 
around in interesting places to 
find new friends," State De¬ 
partment spokeswoman Vic¬ 
toria Nuland said when asked 
about Ahmadinejad's trip. 

"We are making ab¬ 
solutely clear to countries 
around the world that now is 
not the time to be deepening 
ties, not security ties, not eco¬ 
nomic ties, with Iran," she 
told reporters. 

"Rather, it's in the entire 
international community's in¬ 


terest to make clear to Iran 
that it's got a choice," she 
said. 

Nuland could not say 
whether these points were 
made directly to Venezuelan 
and Cuban officials, but she 
said Washington was in 
"close touch" with Nicaragua 
and Ecuador about 
Amhadinejad's trip. 

The United States and the 
European Union have been 
stepping up sanctions against 
Iran over its uranium enrich¬ 
ment program, on top of four 
rounds of UN Security Coun¬ 
cil sanctions and a host of 
unilateral punitive measures. 

The United States and 
western powers suspect Iran's 
program masks a drive to 
build nuclear weapons. Iran 
denies the charge saying its 
program is purely peaceful.

The Office of the Public Prosecutor announces staunch fines for 
infractions in Aruba’s 58th Carnival festivities 


ORANJESTAD - For the 
fourth consecutive year, the 
Office of the Public Prosecu¬ 
tor will apply their “Mess Up 
and you Pay” policy in their 
Zero Tolerance program of 
the Police Force during this 
year’s Carnival festivities. 

The goal of this measure is 
to contribute to a safe and 
pleasant Carnival season. 
They are intent on acting 
firmly and swiftly towards 
anyone misbehaving. The 
Zero Tolerance program be¬ 
gins on Saturday January 7th 
during the Fakkel Parade in 
Oranjestad, and will remain 
in effect for the entire Carni¬ 
val season. It is especially ap¬ 
plicable to the street parades, 


the elections and other Carni¬ 
val festivals. 

The policy of the Office of 
the Public Prosecutor is to 
issue fines on the spot to any¬ 
one arrested by the Police 
during a Carnival activity. 
This will be applicable for 
any infringement of law and 
order, such as violence on the 
street, destruction, drunken¬ 
ness or any other unaccept¬ 
able behavior. 

If the arrested person pays 
the fine immediately, the 
issue will be considered 
cleared. However, if the ar¬ 
rested person refuses or is un¬ 
able to pay the fine on the 
spot, he will be cited then and 
there to appear before the 


Judge in a so-called Carni¬ 
val’s Hearing at a later date. 
In such a hearing the prose¬ 
cutor will impose a much 
higher fine than the original 
fine served. This means it is 
always best to pay the fine 
immediately at the Police 
Station to avoid said Carni¬ 
val’s Hearing before the 
magistrate of the court. 

Obviously, for other seri¬ 
ous crimes, such as serious 
ill-treatment of others or the 
possession of a firearm, the 
offender will most probably 
be incarcerated. 

This year, the Office of the 
Public Prosecutor will also be 
collecting overdue unpaid 
fines. This means, that if a 



person is detained during 
Carnival for an infraction of 
the law or order and has an 
unpaid fine, this will be re¬ 
quired to be paid right then 
and there as well. In the event 
he refuses to pay this fine, he 


will be taken to KIA to sit 
out his detention... .this 
means good bye Carnival 
58! 

The Office of the Prose¬ 
cutor detests the excessive 
use of alcohol, especially 
under our youth. The exces¬ 
sive use of alcohol continues 
to be one of the issues that 
cause so many problems and 
unpleasant incidents during 
our Carnival festivities. 

This Carnival, please be 
more responsible and limit 
the use of alcohol. Do not 
allow alcohol to spoil our 
Carnival.. .enjoy Carnival but 
do so responsibly by all 
means!

One of the big benefits of a 
digital registration system is 
the rapid access to information 
that this gives, which guaran¬ 
tees an effective and efficient 
service. It also provides the op¬ 
portunity to do analysis of dif¬ 
ferent aspects of drug 
addiction. 

The government of Aruba, 
Ministry of Public Health, has 
chosen to introduce the EZRA 
system, which is a system used 
by the De Hoop-ICT in the 
Netherlands. EZRA is an ab¬ 
breviation for the “Electronic 
Care Registration Applica¬ 
tion.” This system registers 
the information of every client. 
In addition it also registers the 
care administered. Every in¬ 
stance that provides care to the 
client and works in the area of 
the elimination of drug addic¬ 
tion will be connected to the 
system. 

There will be specific safe¬ 
guards built in to guarantee the 
privacy of each client. 

This project has been ten¬ 
dered to Reina Agencies N.V. 
and NetPro Aruba N.V. The 
project includes the purchase 
of computers and necessary 
equipment to make the EZRA 
system functional. The total 
cost of the project is Afis. 
239.659,94. The FDA Aruba 
(The Aruba Development 
Fund) will assume the financ¬ 
ing as part of the National Se¬ 
curity Plan 2008-2012. 

Present at the signing of the 
agreements were: Richard 
Visser, Minister of Public 
Health, Edwin Roos, president 
of FDA, Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
Bislip representing Reina 
Agencies, and Ad Laheij rep¬ 
resenting NetPro Aruba. Mr. 
Adriano Perez of FDA, Ronny 
Paskel and Georgine Arends of 
the Ministry of Public Health 
was also in attendance for the 
signing. 


Four Dutch villages evacuated as heavy Dutch teachers set for 
rain and winds take their toll three-day strike 


GRONINGEN - Some 800 
people living in four villages 
along the Eems canal east of 
Groningen have been ordered 
to leave their homes because of 
the serious risk of flooding, 
following gale-force winds 
and rain overnight. 

The evacuation has been 
prompted by fears that a dyke 
along the canal is in a severely- 
weakened condition. The 
Eems canal links Groningen to 
the sea at Delfzijl. 

The dyke could break, and 


that means an area covering 
several hundred hectares will 
be under water within a matter 
of hours,’ a rescue service 
spokesman told the Telegraaf. 

The villagers have been 
asked to stay with family and 
friends, and a sports hall in Ten 
Boer will open its doors to peo¬ 
ple with nowhere else to go. 

Around 100 soldiers are 
helping police and fire officers 
with the evacuation while oth¬ 
ers are working to reinforce the 
dykes, the Volkskrant said. 


But the dyke at Tolbert, 
where 80 farmers were asked 
to leave their homes on Thurs¬ 
day, has now been declared 
safe, news agency ANP said. 

Meanwhile, museum wor¬ 
kers at the Groninger museum 
in Groningen have begun dis¬ 
mantling two ground-floor ex¬ 
hibitions because of the flood 
risk. Clothing by fashion de¬ 
signer Azzedine Alaia and 
works by artist Jan Altink are 
being moved to the upper 
floors. 


THE HAGUE - Two unions 
have called for high school 
teachers to start a three-day 
strike on Monday in protest 
against government plans to 
increase the number of annual 
teaching hours. 

A demonstration will be 
held in The Hague on Monday 
afternoon. The organisers say 
they expect some 1,500 teach¬ 
ers will turn out for the protest. 

The unions oppose plans by 
the education ministry to raise 
the number of annual teaching 
hours from 1,000 to 1,040. And 


they don’t want the education 
minister to set the number of 
holiday days. The unions say 
that’s for the employers to de¬ 
cide with the employees. 

The LIA union claims there 
is widespread support for the 
strike. It says it expects janitors 
and other supporting staff will 
join the actions. 

The Upper House of Parlia¬ 
ment has yet to endorse the in¬ 
crease in the number of 
teaching hours. Next week’s 
strike is intended to give a clear 
signal ahead of a decision.

Iranian president to tour US foes in Latin America 



Joran van der Sloot on Friday 
admitted to murder, but re¬ 
jected part of the charges, in a 
confused plea which led to the 
postponement of his trial for 
the 2010 killing of a Peruvian 
woman. 

"I agree with a ’sincere con¬ 
fession,’ but I don’t agree with 


aggravated circumstances,” 
Van der Sloot said in halting 
Spanish when asked if he 
would plead guilty in the court 
in a Lima suburb. 

The 24-year-old defendant 
is also the prime suspect in the 
unsolved 2005 disappearance 
of US college student Natalee 
Holloway in the Caribbean, 
but has not been charged in the 
case. 

Judge Victoria Montoya 
adjourned Friday’s hearing 
after less than two hours at the 
request of the defense, to 
Wednesday, January 11. 

Edwar Alvarez, lawyer for 
the victim's family, told jour¬ 
nalists that Van der Sloot's 
statement was not a full admis¬ 
sion of guilt and that they 
would have to wait to see the 
exact position of the defense. 

If Van der Sloot fully ad¬ 
mitted guilt, the trial could ac¬ 
celerate, with "a sentence 


within 48 hours,” Alvarez said. 

Van der Sloot faces up to 
30 years in a Peruvian prison 
if convicted of murder in the 
case of 21-year old Stephany 
Flores, the daughter of a well- 
known businessman, who was 
found dead in a Lima hotel. 

He had initially pleaded 
guilty but later claimed that his 
confession had been coerced. 

Flores was killed on May 
30, 2010, the five-year an¬ 
niversary of Holloway's disap¬ 
pearance in Aruba. Van der 
Sloot fled Peru to Chile, but 
was arrested and sent back to 
face trial. 

The Dutchman was twice 
arrested in the Holloway case 
and spent three months in jail 
but never was formally 
charged. 

The body of Holloway, 
who was 18 when she went 
missing in Aruba in 2005, has 
never been found. 


steadfastly loyal to the Damas¬ 
cus leadership.

The 
Venezuelan leader, who has 
since declared himself free of 
the disease, last visited Iran in 
October 2010. 

But the region's economic 
powerhouse, Brazil, is notably 
absent from Ahmadinejad's 
itinerary next week. 

Lytton Guimaraes, an ex¬ 
pert on Latin America at the 
University of Brasilia, said the 
omission indicated that Presi¬ 
dent Dilma Rousseff was 
adopting a much cooler ap- 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
UN peacekeepers have 
stepped up land and air patrols 
in a troubled South Sudan state 
where scores of people are 
feared to have been killed in 
tribal clashes, a UN 
spokesman said Friday. 

But the UN cannot confirm 
a statement by a local official 
in the South Sudanese town of 
Pibor that more than 3,000 
people were killed in clashes, 
said UN spokesman Martin 
Nesirky. 

Joshua Konyi, commis¬ 
sioner for Pibor county in 
South Sudan's Jonglei state, 
said earlier that 2,182 women 
and children and 959 men 
were killed in the bloodshed. 

About 6,000 armed youths 
from the Lou Nuer tribe at¬ 
tacked the town of Pibor,

"Brazil is now not going to 
defend but not going to attack 
Iran.

Simpson Miller swears in 
again as Jamaica's leader 


US widens its definition 
of rape 


KINGSTON (AFP) - Portia 
Simpson Miller took the oath 
of office as Jamaica's new 
prime minister Thursday, one 
week after her left-leaning 
People's National Party won a 
landslide victory in legislative 
elections here. 

Simpson Miller became Ja¬ 
maica's first female prime 
minister in 2006, but lost 
power after a year and a half in 
office. 

In the ceremony at King’s 
House presided by Jamaica 
Governor-General Sir Patrick 
Linton Allen, Simpson Miller, 
66, placed her hand over the 
Bible and vowed to fulfill her 
duties. 

In the December 29 elec¬ 
tion Simpson Miller's party se¬ 
cured 41 seats in Jamaica's 
House of Representatives — 
two thirds of the total — and 
showed the door to Andrew 
Holness, 39, the country's 
youngest-ever prime minister, 
of the center-right Jamaica 
Labor Party. 

"In our political history, it 
is a rare opportunity to be 
given a second chance to 
lead," Simpson Miller told 


some 10,000 guests at the cer¬ 
emony, which included Cuban 
Vice President Esteban Lazo 
and delegations from the 
United States and Caribbean 
nations. She said that she was 
now better prepared for the 
task. 

Her speech focused mainly 
on the island's economic re¬ 
covery, as she is inheriting a 
nearly 13 percent unemploy¬ 
ment rate and a ballooning 
debt of $18.6 billion that ac¬ 
counts for one-third of the 
country's GDP. 

Nearly half of all Ja¬ 
maicans (43 percent) live 
under the poverty line of $2.50 
per day, according to an IMF 
report. 

"We face an awesome task" 
in handling the high debt bur¬ 
den and increased levels of 
poverty, she said. 

"In the short and medium 
term, we will use all state re¬ 
sources to stimulate employ¬ 
ment through the Jamaica 
Emergency Employment Pro¬ 
gram," she said. "We will do 
so in a transparent and non¬ 
partisan manner." 

Simpson Miller also said 


she would begin the process of 
establishing Jamaica as a re¬ 
public and break off all its ties 
to former colonial power 
Britain. 

Jamaica is a constitutional 
parliamentary democracy and 
also a Commonwealth realm. 

Currently under Jamaica's 
constitution Britain's Queen 
Elizabeth II is the head of 
state, and the prime minister is 
formally appointed by the 
governor-general, who repre¬ 
sents the queen. 

In this year, the 50th an¬ 
niversary of Jamaica's inde¬ 
pendence "we will ... initiate 
the process for our detachment 
from the monarchy to become 
a republic with our own in¬ 
digenous president as head of 
state," she said. 

A new agreement with the 
International Monetary Fund 
on Jamaica's debt is one of the 
government's top priorities, 
Omar Davies, the official in 
charge of the transition, told 
reporters on Wednesday. 

Talks with the IMF will 
begin on Monday, he said, 
adding that new cabinet minis¬ 
ters will be presented on Friday. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States widened its def¬ 
inition of rape on Friday to in¬ 
clude assaults on men for the 
first time and those in which a 
victim is incapacitated by 
drugs or alcohol. 

In a statement, the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice said the revi¬ 
sion will improve the accuracy 
of rape figures as given by the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion's benchmark Uniform 
Crime Report. 

Since 1927, forcible rape 
has been defined as "the carnal 
knowledge of a female, 
forcibly and against her will" - 
- a perspective that Susan Car¬ 
bon, director of the Office on 
Violence against Women, 
called "outdated and narrow." 

From now on, rape will be 
defined as "the penetration, no 
matter how slight, of the 
vagina or anus with any body 
part or object, or oral penetra¬ 
tion by a sex organ of another 
person, without the consent of 
the victim." 

Writing on the Justice De¬ 
partment blog 

(blogs.usdoj .gov), Carbon 
said: "For the first time ever, 


the new definition includes 
any gender of victim and per¬ 
petrator, not just women being 
raped by men." 

"It also recognizes that rape 
with an object can be as trau¬ 
matic as penile/vaginal rape," 
she added. 

"This definition also in¬ 
cludes instances in which the 
victim is unable to give con¬ 
sent because of temporary or 
permanent mental or physical 
incapacity." 

The most recent Uniform 
Crime Report data, based on 
input from police services all 
over the United States, put the 
number of rapes in 2009 at 
88,097, down 2.6 percent from 
the previous year. 

Carbon acknowledged the 
new definition will likely pro¬ 
duce an uptick in the number 
of rapes in future reports. 
"This does not mean that rape 
has increased," she said, "but 
simply that it is more accu¬ 
rately reported." 

The change of definition 
will have no impact on federal 
or state criminal laws, or 
change the way rape cases are 
dealt with at the federal, state 
or local levels, she said.

200 million use illegal 
drugss Lancet estimate 


(AFP) - About 200 million 
people around the world use 
illicit drugs, according to a 
study published on Friday in 
The Lancet. 

It estimates that in 2009 be¬ 
tween 149 and 271 million 
people used an illegal drug. 

Cannabis users comprised 
between 125 and 203 million; 
users of opioids (heroin and 
morphine), amphetamines or 
cocaine totalled 15 to 39 mil¬ 
lion; and those who injected 
drugs numbered between 11 
and 21 million. 

Drug use is more prevalent 
in rich economies and in 
drug-producing regions of 
poor countries and is often a 
major health burden, the 
paper adds. 

"Cannabis use is associated 
with dependence and mental 
disorders, including psy¬ 
choses, but does not seem to 


substantially increase mortal¬ 
ity," it says. 

"Illicit opioid use is a major 
cause of mortality from fatal 
overdose and dependence," it 
says, adding that injecting 
drug users faced specific 
threats of catching HIV and 
hepatitis by sharing needles. 

All three types of drugs 
seem to be associated with 
higher rates of mental disor¬ 
ders, road accidents and vio¬ 
lence, although information 
about this is often sketchy. 

The estimate is based on 
data from the UN Office on 
Drugs and Crime (UNODC), 
from national surveys and 
peer-reviewed studies into the 
impact of drug use. 

Ecstasy, LSD, non-medical 
use of prescription drugs and 
anabolic steroids are not in¬ 
cluded in the estimate.

Tiny wires could usher new 
computer era 


(AFP) - Scientists said Thurs¬ 
day they have designed tiny 
wires, 10,000 times thinner 
than a human hair but with the 
same electrical capacity as 
copper, in a major step toward 
building smaller, more potent 
computers. 

The advance, described in 
the US journal Science, shows 
for the first time that wires one 
atom tall and four atoms wide 
can carry a charge as well as 
conventional wires. 

That could lead to even 
tinier electronic devices in the 
future as well as new steps to¬ 
ward quantum computing, an 
industry still in its infancy 
which would create powerful 
computers that could sift 
through massive amounts of 
data faster than current digital 
computers which use binary 
code. 


"Drien by the semiconduc¬ 
tor industry, computer chip 
components continuously 
shrink in size allowing ever 
smaller and more powerful 
computers," said researcher 
Michelle Simmons of the Uni¬ 
versity of New South Wales, in 
Sydney, Australia. 

"We are on the threshold of 
making transistors out of indi¬ 
vidual atoms. But to build a 
practical quantum computer 
we have recognized that the in¬ 
terconnecting wiring and cir¬ 
cuitry also needs to shrink to 
the atomic scale." 

Scientists were able to forge 
atom-sized wires in silicon 
using a technique called scan¬ 
ning tunneling microscopy, 
whereby they placed chains of 
phosphorus atoms within a sil¬ 
icon crystal. 

"This technique not only al¬ 


lows us to image individual 
atoms but also to manipulate 
them and place them in posi¬ 
tion," said researcher Bent 
Weber, the lead author of the 
study. 

The nano-wires they built 
this way ranged from 1.5 to 11 
nanometers thick. 

But even though the circuits 
were smaller, scientists ob¬ 
served no increased difficulty 
in coaxing an electric charge 
through them — what has pre¬ 
viously been considered a 
major obstacle to quantum 
computing. 

In an accompanying Per¬ 
spective article, David Ferry of 
the School of Electrical, Com¬ 
puter, and Energy Engineering 
at Arizona State University 
called the findings "good news 
for the semiconductor indus¬ 
try." 


Rare Moon mineral found in Australia 



(AFP) - A mineral brought 
back to Earth by the first men 
on the Moon and long thought 
to be unique to the lunar sur¬ 
face has been found in Aus¬ 
tralian rocks more than one 
billion years old, scientists 
said Thursday. 

Named after Apollo ll's 
1969 landing site at the Sea of 
Tranquility, tranquillityite was 
one of three minerals first dis¬ 
covered in rocks from the 
Moon and the only one not to 
be found, in subsequent years, 
on Earth. 


Australian scientist Birger 
Rasmussen said tranquillityite 
had "long been considered as 
the Moon's own mineral" 
until geologists discovered it, 
by chance, in rock from re- 
sources-rich Western Aus¬ 
tralia. 

"In over 40 years it hadn't 
been found in any terrestrial 
samples," Rasmussen, from 
Curtin University, told AFP. 

When the Moon samples 
first came back Rasmussen 
said they were considered to be 
"extremely precious" and had 
been subjected to intense, de¬ 
tailed study when — ironically 
— their contents were "right 
here all the time." 

"They were always part of 
Earth, they haven't come from 
the Moon," he said of his work 
on the discovery, published in 
the journal Geology. 

"It tells you that broadly 
overall you have similar 


chemistries and similar 
processes operating on the 
Moon as on Earth." 

As well as being "quirky 
and surprising" Rasmussen 
said the discovery also had im¬ 
portant practical applications, 
with the mineral proving to be 
an excellent dating tool which 
had allowed scientists to pin 
down the rocks' age. 

"We used this mineral... to 
date the dolerite which has pre¬ 
viously been undated, so that 
helped us understand the geo¬ 
logical history," he said. 

They were 1.07 billion 
years old, more ancient than 
rocks in the area had previ¬ 
ously been thought to be, and 
Rasmussen said tranquillityite 
would be useful in dating sim¬ 
ilar rocks in the future. 

"I think it will be a lot more 
widespread than just the six lo¬ 
cations we've found it so far," 
he added of the rare mineral. 



Fidel Castro warns 
of climate change, 
nuclear threat

HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba’s 
iconic revolutionary Fidel 
Castro warned that the world 
was on an "inexorable" march 
into the abyss this year be¬ 
cause of climate change and 
the threat of nuclear war. 

In an article published 
Thursday - Castro's first since 
November 2011 — the 85- 
year-old retired leader also 
took aim at the United States 
and at gas shale "fracking," a 
new source of fossil fuels con¬ 
demned by environmentalists. 

He did not, however, ad¬ 
dress rumors of his death, 
which were denied by an offi¬ 
cial Cuban blogger after they 
surfaced on Twitter earlier this 
week. 

"Many dangers threaten us, 
but two of them, nuclear war 
and climate change, are deci¬ 
sive and are drifting further 
away from a solution," he 
wrote in an article entitled 
"The March Towards the 
Abyss." 

Since handing over power 
to his 80-year-old brother Raul 
in 2006 because of health con¬ 
cerns, the leader of the 1959 
revolution has rarely appeared 
in public but has penned regu¬ 
lar editorials on world events. 

In his latest article, Fidel 
blamed the "inexorable" de¬ 
cline in part on "demagogic 
talk, statements and speeches 
from the tyranny imposed on 
the world by the United States 


and its powerful and uncondi¬ 
tional allies." 

He also wrote about the risk 
of nuclear war, particularly in 
the Middle East, where he ac¬ 
cused Israel — the region's sole 
if undeclared nuclear-armed 
state — of having "hundreds" 
of nuclear weapons. 

On the subject of climate 
change, Castro expressed fears 
about hydraulic fracturing — 
or "fracking" — a process by 
which water, sand and chemi¬ 
cals are blasted into the 
ground to release oil and gas 
trapped in solid rock. 

The process has been hailed 
by oil companies and other 
backers as a key new source of 
fossil fuels, but critics have 
expressed fears about its im¬ 
pact on the environment, 
health and safety. 

Rumors of Castro's death 
have periodically surfaced 
since his retirement, most re¬ 
cently on the micro-blogging 
website Twitter earlier this 
week. 

But official Cuban blogger 
Yohandry Bloquera, who is 
usually well-informed and re¬ 
liable regarding events in 
Cuba, denied the reports, say¬ 
ing Castro was reading them 
himself and "laughing" at 
them. 

"The CIA tried to kill him 
more than 700 times and Twit¬ 
ter is going down that road," 
Bloquera wrote on Tuesday.

US jobless rate falls to 8.5% in 
big jobs surge 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US economy added more jobs 
in December and the unem¬ 
ployment rate fell again, but 
economists said big challenges 
remained to sustaining the jobs 
market recovery this year. 

In a keenly awaited reading 
yesterday, the Labor Depart¬ 
ment reported the jobless rate 
slipped to 8.5 percent as 
200,000 jobs were added last 
month. 

The jobless rate was the 
lowest since February 2009, the 
month after President Barack 
Obama took office amid the 
worst US recession in decades. 

The rate was 9.1 percent as 
recently as August, and econo¬ 
mists cheered the new num¬ 
bers as evidence that economic 
growth, feeble throughout 
much of 2011, was gaining 
traction. 

"This is the best possible 
type of report, as job creation 
in December was strong and 
the unemployment rate fell," 
said Jason Schenker at Prestige 


Economics. 

"This report provides fur¬ 
ther justification for continued 
modest optimism about the US 
economy in 2012," he said. 

Obama, whose political fu¬ 
ture could hang on how bad 
unemployment is by the time 
of November's presidential 
election, welcomed the news. 

"The economy is moving in 
the right direction. We are cre¬ 
ating jobs," he said, while urg¬ 
ing Congress to keep sup¬ 
porting stimulus programs for 
the economy. 

The report was stronger 
than generally expected. Ana¬ 
lysts on average had predicted 
the jobless rate would instead 
rise, and weaker job gains of 
150,000. 

The number of unemployed 
people continued to trend 
down in December, to 13.1 
million, after topping 14 mil¬ 
lion in mid-2011. Hourly 
wages and hours worked rose. 

But the data showed the lin¬ 
gering deep strains in the labor 


market since the recession 
ended in June 2009. 

Those counted as long-term 
unemployed — persons without 
a job for 27 weeks or more — 
barely budged at 5.6 million, 
or 42.5 percent of the unem¬ 
ployed. 

Other indicators were flat, 
including the labor force par¬ 
ticipation rate, unchanged at 
64 percent. 

The private sector once 
again delivered the lion's share 
of job gains, adding 212,000 in 
December. 

The job gains were broad- 
based, with jobs added in 
transportation and warehous¬ 
ing, retail trade, manufactur¬ 
ing, health care, and mining. 

However, analysts pointed 
out that the 42,000 messenger 
jobs added during the holiday 
shopping season would likely 
disappear in January. 

Governments at all levels 
shed a net 12,000 jobs, a 
slower pace of layoffs amid 
strained budgets. 


Brussels demands Belgium pare 2012 
budget 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Euro¬ 
pean Commission has rejected 
Belgium's 2012 budget as 
overly optimistic and is de¬ 
manding it shave an extra 1.2 
to 2.0 billion euros to avoid 
breaching the three percent 
threshold.

cent deficit ceiling can set off a 
quick train of action including 
fines and judicial penalties. 

The Commission late last 
year singled out Belgium and 
four other European Union na¬ 
tions — Hungary, Poland, 
Cyprus and Malta — as possi¬ 
bly failing to meet the target. It 
will issue a statement on Janu¬ 
ary 11. 

Belgian Budget Minister 
Olivier Chastel said on national 
radio that the centre-left coali¬ 
tion that took office last month 
had been involved in budgetary 
talks with the Commission 
over the last two weeks. 

The budget, based on 0.8 
percent growth, forecasts a 2.8 
percent deficit after sweeping 
cuts of 11.3 billion euros aimed 
at avoiding a no-policy-change 
deficit that could have run up to 
4.6 percent of GDP 


France won't wait for EU 
on financial transaction 
tax 


PARIS (AFP) - France will go 
it alone if it can not convince 
its European partners to 
quickly impose a new tax on 
financial transactions, Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Sarkozy warned 
yesterday. 

"We won't wait for others to 
agree to put it in place, we'll do 
it because we believe in it," he 
said, branding it unacceptable 
that "financial transactions be 
the only transactions that are 
exempt from all taxation." 

The French leader was 
speaking in Paris after talks 
with Italian Prime Minister 
Mario Monti. Earlier, both 
Italy and Germany had pub¬ 
licly urged EU members to 
agree a joint tax rather than im¬ 
pose one unilaterally. 

"When you buy a flat, in 
every country in the world you 
pay a tax. When you go into a 
supermarket for food, you pay 
a tax. When you conduct a fi¬ 
nancial transaction, you pay no 
tax," Sarkozy continued. 

"Who understands this? 
Who accepts it?" he de¬ 
manded. 

"This is why France is cam¬ 
paigning for a financial tax. 
I'm saying this with the ap¬ 
proval of the minister of fi¬ 
nance," Sarkozy added, 
referring to Francois Baroin, 
who had earlier vowed to im¬ 


pose the tax within the year. 

Many activists in western 
countries have long cam¬ 
paigned for a small tax on fi¬ 
nancial transactions so as to 
raise funds for environmental 
and social measures that they 
say would compensate for the 
damage done by reckless spe¬ 
culation. 

In recent years, some go¬ 
vernments have taken up the 
campaign but most now intend 
to use the so-called "Robin 
Hood tax" to help reduce their 
budget deficits rather than em¬ 
bark on specific social pro¬ 
grams. 

France and its major euro¬ 
zone partners have supported 
the idea of the tax but now 
seem divided on how to ap¬ 
proach the issue, with the 
major players in the bloc Ger¬ 
many and Italy openly advis¬ 
ing caution. 

"It is necessary that the dif¬ 
ferent countries do not go it 
alone in the application of this 
tax. I believe in a European 
perspective," Italian Prime 
Minister Monti said in Paris 
before his meeting with 
Sarkozy. 

In Berlin, German govern¬ 
ment spokesman Steffen Seib¬ 
ert told reporters that "the 
German position has been the 
same for a long time.

Jackson kids to make 
dad's footprint in 
Hollywood 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Michael Jackson's three chil¬ 
dren are to sink their father's 
shoes and famous sequined 
glove into the cement outside 
a storied Hollywood cinema 
and tourist site, organizers 
said Thursday. 

In a rare public appearance, 
Prince, Paris and Blanket will 
make their late father's mark 
in the cement outside the 
Grauman's Chinese Theatre 
on January 26. 

The entrance to the historic 
cinema on Hollywood Boule¬ 
vard is a major tourist attrac¬ 
tion, with hand and footprints 
of movie stars and filmmakers 
from over the decades. 

The vast majority of those 
with prints at the Grauman's - 
- including icons like Fred As¬ 
taire, Elizabeth Taylor, Judy 
Garland, Marilyn Monroe, 
Sidney Poitier and Clark 
Gable - are from the movie 
world. 

The Jackson Estate, which 
manages the late star's affairs, 
pointed out that the King of 
Pop was responsible for such 
ground-breaking short films 


as "Billie Jean," "Beat It," and 
the classic "Thriller." 

"The Grauman's Chinese 
Theatre forecourt is one of the 
most photographed tourist 
sites in the world, annually at¬ 
tracting as many visitors as the 
Taj Mahal in India and the 
Prado Museum in Madrid," 
said a statement. 

The Grauman's hands and 
footprints ceremony "is rich in 
tradition and provides the four 
million plus people a year 
who visit the site an up close 
look at the hand and footprints 
of Hollywood's most notable 
talents," it added. 

The ceremony will include 
a presentation by the cast of 
the "Michael Jackson The Im¬ 
mortal World Tour," a Cirque 
du Soleil show performing at 
the Staples Center in Los An¬ 
geles January 27-29. 

Jackson died on June 25, 
2009 from an overdose of the 
powerful anesthetic propofol. 
His doctor Conrad Murray 
was found guilty of involun¬ 
tary manslaughter in Novem¬ 
ber and jailed for the 
maximum of four years. 


'The Iron Lady' should 
delayed: British PM

LONDON (AFP) - Prime 
Minister David Cameron said 
Friday "The Iron Lady" should 
have been delayed until after 
Margaret Thatcher's death, as 
the film showing the former 
premier's descent into demen¬ 
tia opened in Britain. 

The biopic shows Thatcher 
as a frail, sometimes confused 
old lady — she is now 86 and 
is rarely seen in public — look¬ 
ing back at her career with the 
ghost of her late husband 
Denis looking on. 

Cameron, in his first com¬ 
ment on the film, said he had 
been impressed by Meryl 
Streep's portrayal of Britain's 
first woman prime minister, 
who like him was a leader of 


the centre-right Conservative 
party. 

But Cameron questioned 
whether it was right to make 
the film while Thatcher was 
still alive. 

"It's a fantastic piece of 
acting by Meryl Streep but I 
just can't help wondering why 
do we have to have this film 
right now?" he told BBC 
radio. 

"It is a film much more 
about ageing and elements of 
dementia rather than about an 
amazing prime minister, and 
my sort of sense was — a great 
piece of acting, a really stag¬ 
gering piece of acting, but a 
film I wish they could have 
made another day." 

Streep has said she relished 
the "opportunity to play some¬ 
one at the waning of her life... 
and that interested me too be¬ 
cause there aren't very many 
films that pay attention to 
older ladies." 

The American actress, who 
is tipped to win the third Oscar 
of her career for her perform¬ 
ance, was due to speak to 
media in Paris later Friday to 
promote the film, in which she 
is reunited with "Mamma 
Mia" director Phyllida Lloyd.

Critics in Britain have 
praised Streep's acting, but 
have generally given the film 
a cooller reception, complain¬ 
ing that it skims over the tu¬ 
multuous politics of the time 
and focuses too much on 
Thatcher's personality. 

Others have said the film di¬ 
lutes Thatcher's power as a 
politician by attempting to por¬ 
tray her as a feminine icon — 
when in fact she rarely in¬ 
cluded any women in her cab¬ 
inet, and preferred the 
company of men. 

The Times' reviewer Kate 
Muir criticised the film's "em¬ 
phasis on feminism over poli¬ 
tics" which left the Thatcher 
years "almost unrecognisable." 

Michael White, a journalist 
for the left-wing Guardian 
who covered Thatcher at the 
height of her power, suggested 
that the film should have been 
called "The Rusty Lady", 
given its unsparing portrayal 
of Thatcher in later life. 

He, too, took issue with the 
attempts to portray Thatcher as 
something she was not, saying 
she was "not a satisfactory 
feminist icon. She could have 
promoted women... but didn't".

But Chalmers answered the 
challenge, scoring 22 of his 
points in the fourth quarter and 
over-times to lift the Heat to an 
NBA-best 7-1 on the season. 

The San Antonio Spurs, 
also missing a superstar with 
Argentine guard Manu Gino- 
bili having had surgery on 
Thursday for a broken left 
hand, also triumphed, defeat¬ 
ing the visiting Dallas Maver¬ 
icks 93-71. 


At Atlanta, Chalmers sank a 
3-pointer with 3:45 to play in 
the third over-time, added two 
free throws and drove in for a 
layup with a minute remaining 
to finally provide Miami the de¬ 
ciding points. 

The Hawks, who fell to 4-3, 
missed all seven of their shots in 
the third over-time and gave 
away two turnovers as well. 

Udonis Haslem added 14 
points for the Heat while Joe 
Johnson led Atlanta with 20 
points and Josh Smith added 17 
for the Hawks. 

Bosh hit a tension-packed 3- 
pointer with 0.6 seconds re¬ 
maining to pull the Heat level 
with the Hawks at 93-93, send¬ 
ing the game into over-time. 
Bosh had seven points in the 
fourth quarter to spark Miami. 

Back-to-back layups by 
Chalmers put the Heat ahead 
97-93 in the first over-time. At¬ 
lanta's A1 Horford and Bosh 
traded layups before the Hawks

NEW YORK (AFP) - Ameri¬ 
can football teams in Detroit, 
Houston, and Denver end long 
playoff droughts this week¬ 
end, but whether any of them 
can make the achievement last 
more than one game is a major 
question. 

The National Football 
League playoffs kick off Sat¬ 
urday with the Cincinnati 
Bengals visiting the Houston 
Texans and the Detroit Lions 
at the New Orleans Saints in 
opening-round matchups.

in the first playoff game for 
the Broncos after a six-season 
hiatus. 

The weekend's four win¬ 
ners advance to second-round 
games January 14-15 that will 
be hosted by San Francisco, 
New England, Baltimore and 
the defending Super Bowl 
champion Green Bay Packers, 
who led the NFL with a 15-1 
season mark. 

The Lions, who had not 
reached the playoffs in 12 sea¬ 
sons, are coming off the worst 
campaign in NFL history, 
going 0-16 three seasons ago. 
Detroit has won only one play¬ 
off game, in 1991, since taking 
the 1957 NFL title. 

"It has been a long time 
coming," said Lions coach Jim 
Schwartz. "This is the chance 
to win the championship and 
that's the only thing that's im¬ 
portant. I think that it's what 
you do with it and that's the 
way we'll look at it." 

Detroit offers a passing at¬ 
tack powered by quarterback 
Matthew Stafford, who com¬ 
pleted 63.5 percent of his 
passes for 5,038 yards and 41 
touchdowns, and Calvin Jack- 
son, who had an NFL-best 
1,681 receiving yards and 16 
touchdown catches. 

The Lions won four times 
this season after trailing by 13 
or more points in the second 
half. 

But they are matched 
against the Saints, who won 
the 2010 Super Bowl behind 
Drew Brees, the quarterback 
who set NFL single season 


passing records with 5,476 
yards, 468 completions and a 
71.2 percent completion rate 
in 2011. 

The Saints enter the play¬ 
offs on an eight-game win 
streak, matching New England 
for the hottest run to close the 
season, and joined Baltimore 
and Green Bay as the only 
clubs to win every home game 
this season. 

At Houston, the injury-hit 
Texans have reached the play¬ 
offs for the first time in the 
franchise's 10-year history de¬ 
spite dropping their final three 
games of the season. 

Injuries ended the season 
for quarterback Matt Schaub 
and defensive end Mario 
Williams and sidelined 2010 
NFL rushing leader Arian Fos¬ 
ter and star receiver Andre 
Johnson. 


The Bengals went 9-0 
against teams that missed the 
playoffs but winless in seven 
games against playoff clubs. 
With rookie quarterback Andy 
Dalton shining and rusher 
Cedric Benson grounding out 
yards, Cincinnati looks to 
avenge a 20-19 loss to Hous¬ 
ton last month, the last time 
the Texans won a game. 

Denver struggled to an 8-8 
season and the Broncos are 
nine-point underdogs at home 
to six-time Super Bowl cham¬ 
pion Pittsburgh, but Denver 
southpaw quarterback Tim 
Tebow has defied the odds all 
season to get his team this far. 

The Broncos started 1-4 
with Kyle Orton at quarter¬ 
back, but Tebow took over 


midway into an October loss 
at San Diego and the team 
went 7-1, winning six games 
in a row at one stage. 

Defenses began pressuring 
Tebow late in the season and 
Denver staggered to the finish 
to reach the playoffs on tie¬ 
breakers. With Pittsburgh 
known for tenacious defense, 
led by Troy Polamalu, Tebow 
could face another rough day. 

The Falcons were top seeds 
in last season's playoffs but 
lost their playoff opener for 
the second year in a row. 

Atlanta is led by Matt 
Ryan, who threw for 4,177 
yards and 29 touchdowns, re¬ 
ceiver Roddy White, who 
caught 100 passes for 1,296 
yards, and star tight end Tony 
Gonzalez, who grabbed 80 
passes for 875 yards and seven 
touchdowns. 

The Giants come off a tense 
victory over Dallas just to 
reach the playoffs that has left 
them prepared, New York 
coach Tom Coughlin said. 

The Giants have lost their 
past two home playoff games, 
last winning on home turf in 
the playoffs in 2001. 

While New York's defense 
struggled much of the season, 
the Giants finished with 48 
sacks, third-best in the NFL, 
and improved late in the sea¬ 
son when top talent returned 
from injuries. 

"We can be the best defense 
in the playoffs," Giants safety 
Deon Grant said. "It's just us 
coming together and being on 
the same page."

Injured Federer, 
beaten Nadal out 
of Qatar Open

DOHA (AFP) - Top-seeded 
Rafael Nadal was hustled out 
of the Qatar Open in the 
semi-finals on Friday, joining 
second-seeded Roger Federer 
at the Doha exit door after the 
Swiss star pulled out with a 
back injury. 

French Open champion 
Nadal lost 6-3, 6-4 to Gael 
Monfils, the world number 
16 from France. 

The result guaranteed a 
French winner of the Qatar 
Open for the first time since 
Nicolas Escude eight years 
ago, for Jo-Wilfried Tsonga 
also reached the final when 
Federer’s hopes were scup¬ 
pered by a bad back. 

Federer's decision to pull 
out before a ball was hit was 
only the second time in his 
career that he had been 
forced into such a decision. 

For Monfils, it was only 
the second time in 10 at¬ 
tempts that he had got the 
better of Nadal. 

Curiously the other occa¬ 
sion was on this same court 
three years ago before Nadal 
went on to win the Australian 
Open. 

This time the quality of 
Monfils’ play was even 
higher and he suggested that, 
at the age of 25, he may still 


have the time and the mental¬ 
ity to make a challenge to the 
leaders. 

"I like this stadium and at¬ 
mosphere — I play great ten¬ 
nis here,” he said of an arena 
with an intimate, highly 
charged ambience at night. 

”1 think I served well and 
I was very fast around the 
court,” added Monfils, who 
had served 19 first serves into 
court in a row at one stage in 
the second set. 

His second comment was 
an understatement, for his 
withering speed may well 
have raised doubts in Nadal’s 
mind about the best shot se¬ 
lection. 

Nadal followed quite well 
his new emphasis of heavier 
attacks from nearer to or in¬ 
side the baseline, but was fre¬ 
quently prevented from 
getting full value from them. 

Inevitably the loss will 
continue the questions about 
the efficacy of the world 
number two’s preparation for 
the 2012 season. 

Problems with his shoul¬ 
der, a new and heavier rac¬ 
quet, and only five days 
off-season training have not 
created maximum confi¬ 
dence.
